Elgin, Scotland, November 2.—Higin- 
Shire constabulary are hunting day and 
night over the hills, glens, and wild 
fastnesses of the Highlands for the per- 
petrator of a horrible murder in the 
lonely vulage of Lhanbryde, about three 
miles from Elgin, in the far north of 
Scotland. 

The victim was a m@@dle-aged man. 
John {Barclay Smith, emploved as a 
stonebreaker by the Elgin county coun- 
cl, and the circumstances of the deed 
were most gruesome. Smith lived alone 
in the lower room of a two-story cot- 
tage, and Kept himself quite aloof from 
his neighbors, so much so that his non- 
appearance for several deys did not 
create any curiosity, and it was only 
when the MacGillirays, who lived above, 
became purturbed at a nauseous stench 
coming from the room below that their 
Suspicions were aroused. 

The police were surhmoned, and when 
the door of Smith's house was burst 
open he was found lying ‘in bed wita 
his face and the front of his head 
smashed to a jelly. Blood lay in pools 
all ever the floor, and a mash hammer, 
such as is used for preaking large 
stones, was resting on end near the 
fireplace, the iron head smeared with 
blood.

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GERMANY’S VAUNTED SYSTEM

London; November 2.—The land of the 
strenuous kaiser is famous for the 
excellent “system’’ which pervades ev- 
ery public department. Its war de- 
partment is so finely systematized that 
it scares half the officials of Englane 
and France out of their beauty sleep. 
A rather amusing experience which 
befell the writer recently, however, 
jllustrates the fact that “‘“German” sys- 
tem is not always all that it is cracked 
up to’ be. I had occasion to inquire 
the parcel postal rates within the kais- 
er’s realms and after trying without 
success at the London general post 
O1uce, and various offices or a conti- 
nental parcel agency which handles no 
inconsiderable quantity of the German 
government’s matter, I arrived at the 
German consulate jn London, confident 
that my troubles were at an end. Sure- 
ly, I argued; here in the home of system 
and thoroughness I shall discover of- 
ficials who have the simple informa- 
tion which I want at their finger ends.

Rome, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)—Ac- 
cording to rumors here, plans are being 
made to cut down the national guard of 
the gtate to three regiments of infantry 
instead of five, as at present.

The control which it is proposed to have the interstate commerce commis- 
sion exercise is far short of the measure of authority vested in the Canadian 
commission. There a body of three men, appointed for life, are charged not 
only with regulating rates of passenger and freight traffic, but have juris- 
diction over the operating, traffic and accounting departments of the railroads 
of the dominion. Construction, extensions and sales of roads are dependent 
upon the approval of the commission. Result—satisfactory rates and every- 
body satisfied. 

In Germany and Italy the government has a larger measure of control 
ihan it is proposed to vest in the interstate commerce commission. In 
Switzerland and in New Zealand the state owns the railroads. 

Absolute government regulation of interstate railroads in the United 


states is coming, and the sooner it comes the better for all concerned. This 
need in no wise infringe upon the rights of the states to deal with Strictly 
state matters and to control siate details—but in interstate relations the gov- 


ernment should be supreme in its control, and the next congress should act!

It is 
now in its glorious flower. The Ameri-

“But even an awakened conscience 
does not always bring with it wisdom 
in action to redress wrong or achieve 
right, and goog and true as many of 
these new workers are, many of them, 
as we all know, distinguished in social 
life in. England, 
ures and contempt that the American 
worker has not had to suffer. In their 
very daring, the English women havé 
made some notable victories, especially 
in carrying elections, but we are con- 
strained to feel that it is the victory of 
charming or popular personality or pe- 
sition, rather than the triumph of prin- 
ciples. 

“It is only a quéstion of time, of 
course, when these principles of justice 
and civic righteousness must prevail, but 
It is regrettable that the English woman 
en masse cannot by force of public opin- 
ion restrain undue demonstrations that 
only excite ridicule and injure their 
cause. Generalizations are always, of 
course, more or less unsafe, and in this 
case they do not take into account many 
individual women in England, many of 
them our federated club women,. who, 


by wise leadership, are doing much to \ 


bring about more conservatism and 
unity among their women workers. 
“But as yet the American club woman 
can teach their English friends valwabie 
lessons of cooperation, respect for old 
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institutions, tact with judgment and pro- @”
